Yesterday's news that 
India will sever her Com- 
snonwealth ties and become 
in independent — republic 
within a few months, did not 
come as a surprise. . Many 
of us continued to hope, how- 
ever, even to the twelfth 
hour, that something would 
develop to keep her within 
the comity pf nations. 

Pandit Nehru has. shatter- 
ed any such ideas, India, he 
said, will not commit hersell 
t)» any future military or 
political alliances, but -will 
pursue the role of world 
peacemaker. He believes his 
country is best fitted to play 
its part in the avoidance of 
war as the meeting ground 
of the East and the West. 
India, he added, would resist 
all interference in her own 
internal — affairs. Nothing: 
could be more definite, The 
once “brightest jewel in the 
British crown” is getting out 
for-ood, and cutting all ties. 

Those of us who are’ Bri- 
tish cannot view this except 
with profound dismay, and 
not because of any selfish 
personal loss. After all, 
India's complete —indepen- 
dence’ was effected as soon 
after the ‘war as possihle, but 
until now she has co-ordin- 
ated defence and some other 
matters with the Common- 
wealth. There has been vast 
activity in the great sub- 


continent..since the war,.and. 


numerous laws passed in an 
endeavour to remove the 
age-old caste distinctions, im- 
prove pr¢duction and so on. 
Just how much radital im- 
provement has been made is 
another matter. 

One thing is quite obvious, 
and that is—India is quite 
ineapable of defending her- 
self against a powerful ae- 
-gressor. Yet the British 
Navy is to be banished from 
her shores, and - American 
military protection is un- 
wanted. The government's 


attitude seems to’ be | that- 


neutrality will turn. Back the 
swirling tides of Communism 
now sweeping steadily to- 
wards her shores. Nehru ts 
no lover of Marxism, but ‘it

The Medical Registration 
Amendment Ordinance 1049 
which passed its first reading 
din the Legislative‘Council yes- 
terday, sets. out the titles that 
Chinese herbalists may use in 
practice, to distinguish them 
from  sclentifically trained 
doctors. 

The Director of Medical Ser- 
vices, Dr. I. Newton, Introducing 
the Bill, informed the Council 
that section 3 of the = principal 
Ordinance reserves the right of 
a Chinese to practise medicine 
by purely Chinese methods, pro- 
vided he does net take or use 
any Utle calculated. lo lead reo- 
ple ta’ belleve that he js qualified 
to practise modem — selentifle 
methods, 

It has, however, been thought 
desirable that the titles which 
they muy or'mnay not take or use 
in practice should be clarified. 

The amending Bill = nlso 
abolishes part 2 of the Medical 
Register. Part 2 was originally 
designed to permit the registra- 
tlon of all person who were 
qualified In the old Hong Kong 
College of Medicine, and also 


persons with medical quallfica- 
flons not recognised by the Gene 
eral Council of Medical Educa- 
tion in the United Kingdom. The
